Translation of a Proclamation issued 
by the Council on Norember 19, 1910. 


The Conncil hereby announces and 
notifies the public that last night at a 
meeting between « epecial Committee

If the present proposal for the ex- 
tension of the Settlement is carried 
to effect, the Bridge will lie wholly 
within Settlement limite, but, as the 
present positon of this matter is one of

Crime—With the exception of the 


marder of Mr. Kin Jen-san, crime 
uring October has been kept in hand. 
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‘The deed referred to is on s par with 
two previous murders, namely, that of 
Mr. Fong and that of the returned 
stadent. And all three murders are 
such as ordivary police protection, 
however careful, can hardly prevent. 

One of the chief drawbacks under 
mbich the police of this Settlement have 
to work is foned in the atter apathy—to 
give it no stronger term—of the general 
Chinese pablic when minor street crimes’ 
such as snatching ocenr under their very 
eyes. 





In Europe when a serioos crime 
happens, such as the Inte much to be 
regeetted murder, there is almost 
invariably found some passer-by or 
onlooker who dors not hesitate to range 
himself on the side of the police in 
taking immediate action, Here in this 
crowded Settlement the exact contrary 
the rale, On the occasion of the 
murder referred to above it is known 
that passers-by both aw and heard the 
crime committed. Tt may br taken as 
fact that police inquiry, bowever con- 
fidential, among those perfectly innocent. 
persons who might give some evidence, 
ia the sigaal for each and all of them to 
obliterate as far as can be done 
connexion they may be known to have 
with the occurrence. 

















Some months back it was necessary 
to point ont for the information of the 
Watch Committee the disastrons con- 
sequences which would probably follow 
the inaction of the Chinese anthoritier, 
if the latter did not promptly deal with 
the murderers of Chineso Constable No. 
664, Mob Cba-kong, who it may be
